MERRIOTT born Chris 
Hellier and Matt Hall, like 
a growing number of en¬ 
thusiasts, spend their 
weekends as reenactors 
living authentically as 
members of the WWII 
American 82nd Airborne 
pathfinders. 


The pair met when they 
were both in the Army 
Cadet Force and have at¬ 
tended many major events 
where other enthusiasts 
from all over the country 
meet up for the weekend, 
such as the very first Battle 
of Britain weekend held in 


Taunton earlier this year. 

Reenactment is not just 
about grown ups-playing 
war, there is a very serious 
side to what they do. For 
them it is living history 
and they are careful to be 
as authentic as they can 
and research the correct 


things to wear, what peo¬ 
ple ate and how they lived 
on a daily basis. 

For those who preserve 
the memories of these con¬ 
flicts, especially WWI and 
WWII, it is also to tell the

country. 

Many had family mem¬ 
bers lost in the war and see 
it as a way of carrying on 
their memory. 

Matt who works in the 
damp proofing and timber 
treatment business said: 
“My interest started with 
my dad talking about his 
dad in the war. 

“Vietnam was talked 
about a lot and the Ameri¬ 
can uniforms are a bit sex¬ 
ier, I was hunting for quite 
a while for a truck then fi¬ 
nally found one from a guy 
in Yeovil four years ago. 

“It’s a 1939 GMC cargo 
truck which was also used 
for transporting troops. A 
reenactor’s first vehicle is 
always a big bonus to then- 
display. 

“We have done extra 
work as well. We recently 
took part in a private film 
about the 82nd Airborne 
and in 2012 we will be at 
Maiden Newton at War.” 

There is a great deal of 
camaraderie among the 
camps of the reenactors 
who come from all walks 
of life in their day jobs. 

There is also friendly ri¬ 
valry but always as much 
authenticity as they can 
achieve; old scratchy uni¬ 
forms, cooking on camp 
fires and sleeping in 
wartime tents. 

Chris was stationed at 
RAF Fyneham as a driver 
helping to refuel the 
planes, he said: “The main 
reason we do this is to 
keep the history alive, for 
what they did for all of us.”

MOTHER of five Tracey Hobbs likes to keep busy and has many hobbies to keep 
her occupied now her youngest child is 19. Born in Thorncombe, she has lived 
in Tatworth since she was four and attended the village school. Her first job was 
at the lace making factory where she very much enjoyed the intricate work of 
mending the lace. Later, she became a massage therapist and reflexologist, 
working from home to fit in with family life. Having had health issues during 
pregnancy and with her husband Tony suffering a back injury after an accident 
at work, resulting in multiple operations, Tracey decided she wanted to give 
something back. She trained to become a volunteer First Responder eight years 
ago, taking 999 calls to get to patients in an emergency and help them while 
the ambulance was on its way. First working in Chard and as the area extended 
out to Tatworth, covering her own village. When the coordinator stepped down 
she took on the post and amalgamated the two areas to make coordination eas¬ 
ier. When the community helped them raise money for a designated 4x4 vehicle 
three years ago, it made life easier for her team of volunteers and they were 
even able to take call outs in the worst weather of last winter. She also spends 
time, as a responder, educating people in first aid skills and fundraising as there 
is no government finance to support what they do. 


• WHAT do you like most 
about being a First Responder? 

Obviously the adrenaline gets going a bit 
when you get the call but it's mainly 
about being there to help people when 
they need it most. The ambulance could 
be five minutes or half-an-hour away and 
when you seethe relief on their face that 
means everything. One job really hit 
home, when a lady was taken ill who was 
caring for her husband and they had no 
family around to help. I had to sit with 
him for a long time while everything was 
sorted out; it's about being there for 
somebody. 

• DO you have any 
unusual hobbies? 

I have loads of reptiles, I suppose that's 
my caring side coming out again. My dad 
said I always liked the ugly things in life, 
like aardvarks. I have 85 reptiles at the 
moment, various geckos and dragons. I 
breed them and whenever those eggs 
hatch it's always like the first time. My 
husband doesn't like them but he's al¬ 
right as long as he doesn't have to touch 
them. 

• ARE there any creatures 
you are scared of? 

I used to be really scared of crickets be¬ 
cause I was bitten by one when I was a 
kid, so when I first had my reptiles I had 
to get my daughters to feed them. I grad¬ 
ually got over it, I'm OK now. I don't like 
tarantulas though, I can't see me getting 
over that one. 

• DO you have any other hobbies? 

I love crafts, I make cards and boxes, 
beaded work and knitting. I don't sew 
though; I do cross stich and stump work 
which is a type of raised embroidery but 
that's not what I'd call sewing, like making 
dresses. My mother was a seamstress, so 
I suppose that's why. Give me a pattern 
and I'd throw it away, I can't be doing 
with all that. 

• DO you cook? 

My kids would laugh if they heard that 
question. I hate cooking, when they were 
growing up I always had a meal on the 
table for them but they are all old 
enough to fend for themselves now and 
I have too many other things I would 
rather be doing. 

• WHAT kind of films do you like? 

I like action films and actors like Nicholas 
Cage and Mel Gibson, but my favourite 
types of movies are vampire and were¬ 
wolf films. I don't like the other type of 


horror films, I wouldn't be able to sleep. 
We had one on the other night and I had 
to watch Harry Potter afterwards to calm 
down. 

• DO you have any ambitions? 

I would love to go to the Rockies in 
Canada, I've never been abroad and we 
were going to go for our 25th anniversary 
but didn't manage it. The Isle of Wight 
was the furthest I had been, with the 
Brownies. Tony did take me to Brownsea 
Island recently; I wanted to get a photo 
of a red squirrel. It was a bit of a long way 
for him to walk but I was lucky and got 
the picture. 

• DO you enjoy photography? 

I have done it for quite a few years now 
but never had a lot of time to get really 
into it. I like taking macro pictures of my 
reptiles but it's tricky as they move too 
fast. I have managed a few but more 
through luck than anything. 

• IF you were on a desert island 
what would you like with you? 

I'd like to have a camera and I like books 
but more for reference really. I'd like a 
medical biology book and one on reptiles 
and I'd like an umbrella because I hate 
being out in the sun, my skin doesn't like 
it. 

• WHAT would you do 
with millions of pounds?

T HETalbot Arms, in the heart of the village of Uplyme, near Lyme Regis, 
is a family friendly pub that has an idyllic setting on the banks of the 
river Lym. Under the ownership of Steve and Wendy Gardner, the pub 
has built an excellent local reputation for serving up hearty portions of qual¬ 
ity home cooked pub food. 

After my usual Sunday morning round of golf, I was feeling extremely hun¬ 
gry and went for lunch at the Talbot Arms, and I was in for quite a treat. As 
soon as you walk through the front door you are greeted by a warm and 
friendly atmosphere, with very helpful staff, and importantly for me, a choice 
of quality local ales! 

I settled for a pint of Otter Bitter, and a table by the fireplace, which in the 
winter only adds to the warm, cozy nature of the pub. Not wasting any time, 
I went up to the carvery to the choice of meats. There was a beautiful joint of 
Beef, along with Ham and Turkey. Unsurprisingly, I opted fora bit of all three! 
The beef was cooked to absolute perfection, and you are given the choice if 
you would prefer a slice from the well done part of the joint, or the pink part, 
which as a true red blooded male I opted for, and it really was melt in the 
mouth good. 

Having selected my meats and gravy I then turned to the hot plate on the 
right, and had a huge selection of fresh vegetables to choose from, certainly 
enough to satisfy any appetite! The selection included Talbot Arms speciali¬ 
ties of Cauliflower cheese, as well as curried leeks, I'm not normally a big fan 
of either of these vegetables but let me tell you these variations are both 
truly delicious, and really make what I perceive as quite boring vegetables 
into something quite vibrant and exciting. There was also all the usual trim¬ 
mings you would expect to find such as carrots, roast potatoes, Yorkshire 
puddings, red cabbage, broccoli, stuffing, and much more. 

When tucking in to the meal, it really is obvious that what you are eating has 
been sourced locally, as the freshness and quality really does speak for itself. 
It was an absolute delight, and at £8.95 per adult and £5.50 per child repre¬ 
sents excellent value. If you have enough room left there is also a fine selec¬ 
tion of sweets to choose from, including such favourites as treacle tart, and 
apple crumble. However having eaten enough meat and vegetables to feed 
a small family I was absolutely stuffed and couldn't quite manage any more! 
It's not just Sunday Lunch that is served at The Talbot, the sample menu on 
the opposite page gives you an idea of 
what you can tuck into throughout the rest 
of the week. Tuesday night in particular is 
Fish & Chip night, where a take away op¬ 
tion is also available. 

Steve and Wendy have also knocked 
down the old skittle alley and built five 
beautifully presented en-suite rooms, 
which are available on a Bed & Breakfast 
basis, so why not make a night of it and 
stay over? Reservations are advised for 
both the restaurant and the rooms, espe¬ 
cially in the busy summer months, so give 
them a call now on 01297 443136 and see 
for yourself what the Talbot Arms has to 
offer.

Fast and loose?pack your car with care 


DRIVER training specialist 1AM 
Drive & Survive is offering 
weekly motoring tips to drivers 
from its head of training, 
Simon Elstow. This week he 
urges motorists to load their 
cars properly before setting off 
with a car full of equipment, to 
an event or on the return from 
a summer driving holiday. 

Pack belongings securely - 
loose objects can be distract¬ 
ing and if the driver needs to 
brake sharply, unsecured items 
could fly forward and hit those 
sitting in front. 

Pack heavy items in the boot 


whenever possible. 

Loads should be made as 
small as possible and posi¬ 
tioned to enable a clear view. 
Keep heavy items low down. 

Always pack so that those in 
the car - especially the driver - 
have room to move. Feeling 
cramped causes stress and 
makes the journey less pleas¬ 
ant. 

Consider having the rear seat 
belts buckled up if you have 
heavy items in the boot. If you 
are hit from behind or stop 
suddenly, they can stop items 
moving forward, in the same 


way they would hold a person 
in place in an accident. 

A full car uses more fuel - 
keep an eye on your fuel 
gauge. And check tyre pres¬ 
sures before setting off. Tyres 
on a full and heavy car usually 
require higher pressures, and 
underinflated tyres will use 
more fuel. 

Elstow says "When you've 
got a lot of things to pack, it's 
tempting to throw the last few 
small items in loose. But bad 
packing can be dangerous and 
you could be prosecuted if 
your baggage looks unsecure."

Glovers in Focus: A good game spoilt by the officials

PLAYERS were asked to show more respect to 
referee's this season in an effort to reduce the 
amount of pressure put on the man in black by 
mob protests and abuse hurled at the referee 
when a decision is given against a team which 
they feel unfair. 

Unlike many sports these days the official 
does not have the support of replays to aid in¬ 
stant decisions, which everyone accepts is diffi¬ 
cult to always get right. 

For years players and fans have only asked 
that the officials are consistent with their as¬ 
sessments both as individuals and as inter¬ 
preters of the laws of the game. 

Keith Stroud is a Premier League referee with 
more than a decade of experience in the higher 
levels of the English leagues, and one would 
hope that his level of competence would be 


more than adequate to handle an npower 
League One match. 

Unfortunately this was not so at Huish Park on 
Saturday where Stroud and his assistants spoilt 
a potentially good game of football with a 
mixture of bad decisions, and pure incompe¬ 
tence. 

Sheffield United are a big and physical side, 
nearly every player over six foot tall, and it was 
obvious the Glovers would be given a hard 
time. 

Despite a number of soft decisions given by 
Stroud, the first 20 passed without real incident, 
before the North Dorset based official doled 
out three yellow cards to Yeovil players in 11 
minutes much to the chagrin of the home sup¬ 
porters. In my opinion Steve MacLean the only 
deserved one for throwing the ball away. 

However if you accept that Stroud was correct 


in booking Paul Wotton and Curtis Haynes- 
Brown then several Blades players should have 
followed if he was to be consistent. 

It is this type of action that upsets both players 
and the crowd and causes tensions to build, 
and the game became feistier as Stroud failed 
to stamp his mark on the game. 

The officials left the field at half-time to a ca¬ 
cophony of boos; by far the largest I have heard 
at Yeovil in 35 years. 

In the end the Glovers lost to a rather scrappy 
goal five minutes before the break, and apart 
from two good efforts; a Wotton free-kick that 
stung Simonsen's palms, and a 25-yard An¬ 
thony Edgar drive that had the Blades keeper 
diving to his right hand post to keep out; Yeovil 
showed very little up front which is a worry. 

This was my first look at Yeovil this season 
competitively, but MacLean certainly doesn't 


look like a Dean Bowditch, and scoring goals 
could once again be Yeovil's Achilles heel. 

The back four were very solid. Paul Hunting¬ 
don who is back to his best, and 19-year-old 
Max Ehmer who has returned to Somerset on 
loan, were very impressive. 

Haynes-Brown who is Yeovil's answer to 
Stoke's Rory Delap was very calm and a bit un¬ 
lucky to have been sent-offin the final minute 
of the game, whilst Luke Ayling has turned into 
one of the gems of the team.

^■^How long did you play rugby for? 

M I started at the age of 13 at the Humphrey Davy 
Zr^AGrammar School in Penzance, went up through the 
age groups, gaining a county cap at under 15 level. I 
played a few games for the Penzance & Newlyn Club 
before undergoing national service, then came back 
and played there for four more years before my work 
moved me to Bristol. After a very brief flirtation with the 
Bristol club I settled into the then Bristol Combination, 
playing for Chipping Sodbury, before moving to north 
Devon and turning out for South Molton until a nasty 
ankle injury curtailed my playing days to some 20 years. 


any games stick in your memory? 


M It was always good to beat Redruth at Hell Fire Cor- 
■ runer. It didn't happen often but we certainly enjoyed 
it when we managed to do so. 


Q Name the best three players you played along¬ 
side and why? 

Far ahead was Brian "Stack" Stevens. He joined the 
ZruBritish Lions on their winning tour of New Zealand 
in 1971, rubbing shoulders with Edwards, Barrie John, 
Michael Gibson and the like. He was an exceptional 
scrummager and very mobile for a prop of his day as 
his 25 international caps signified. Then there was 
Mickey Booth, the Gloucester scrum half, in many peo¬ 
ples' opinion the best scrum half never to have won an 
international cap. The late Roger Pascoe of the Pirates 
was considered too small by county selectors but he 
was elusiveness personified. (I was talking to Reverend 
Keith Vivian in Lyme Regis and he mentioned that the 
last game he had played in Cornwall was against the 
touring Springboks in 1953.1 informed him that as a 
member of the Humphrey Davy School under-15 XV I 
was given the afternoon off to watch that game. He was 
not a bad player either!) 


Q And the best three players you've seen on local 
grounds as a reporter?? 

M Alex Bralsford of Honiton certainly springs to 
Zrumind. He had the ability to do most things well, 
could play in any position and had he wished, could 
certainly have played at a higher level. Andy Matchett 
was coming to the end of his career when I first saw him 
at Sidmouth but he was impressive, especially in the 
area of broken field running, and must have been a 
tremendous player at his peak. I would certainly men¬ 
tion Nathan Hannay who, after starting his senior ca¬ 
reer with Honiton, spent a season at Sidmouth and is 
now playing in the National Leagues with Jersey. 


k What was the best ground you played on? 


M Of course I have a soft spot for the Mennaye Fields, 
ZrWbut there was always a great though generally hos¬ 


tile atmosphere at Redruth, while Kingsholme had 
great facilities and a very knowledgeable crowd. 


^^How would you improve the local rugby scene? 

MAN my early rugby was played at school where the 
/ruautumn term was devoted to the game, while soc¬ 
cer was played after Christmas. There does not seem to 
be the general emphasis on team games in schools cur¬ 
rently and, while many local clubs have stepped in to 
fill the gap, would not the game improve out of all 
recognition if schools, in a body, reverted to their one 
time practices? If they did so, then I'm sure that both 
rugby and soccer would benefit.
